Applicants argue that Miller's mapping of different fields between the CPIM and XMPP systems is not a conversion process because there 
is no adjusting the actual content of the fields (Remarks, page 14). Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner maintains that when 
sending messages from XMPP to CPIM, the conversions of the fields of the messages is a conversion process because there is a change 
in the fields of the messages. 

Applicants further argue that Boyer does not disclose the use of the converted presence information that synchronizes the prsence 
information of the given user between the first system and the second system (Remarks, page 16). Examiner respectfully disagrees. Miller 
teaches synchronizing of the presence informaiton of a user in the first system and the second system. And Boyer teaches the second 
presence information is compatible with the other of the first system and the second system. 
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
